Farmers Urged To 
Order Fe r t i l i z e r 
To A void Shortage 


“Farm ers who have not already 
done so should order their fertiliz­ 
er 
now’ 
from their usual sup­ 
pliers,” says County A gent E. A. 
W enner. 
"The labor shortage in fertilizer 
plants is severe and it will be im ­ 
possible to mix and handle 
as 
m uch fertilizer as farmers 
need 
unless it can be kept m oving from 
plant to farm or local warehouse. 
“The War Food Adm inistration 
estim ates that there m ay be a IO 
per cent shortage 
of 
nitrogen, 
largely for use in m ixed fertiliz­ 
ers, and a 15 per cent shortage of 
superphosphate, 
principally 
for 
direct use, but that there is 20 per 
cent more potash than last year. 
“Sulphuric 
acid 
is 
necessary 
both for making 
superphosphate 
and explosives and all explosives 
contain 
nitroegn. 
F^or 
many 
m onths superphosphate producers 
w ere getting a large quantity of 
sulphuric acid from 
governm ent 
ordnance plants, but this 
supply 
w as cut off when the 
munitions 
program w as speeded up several 
m onths ago. That m eans that less 
superphosphate can be m ade and 
there is no alternative, for m uni­ 
tions com e first in war. 
“For the same reason the supply 
of nitrogen available for use 
as 
fertilizer has been curtailed. Fixed 
nitrogen produced in governm ent 
w ar plants was until recently be­ 
ing converted into nitrogen solu­ 
tions for use in m ixed 
fertilizers 
and into ammonium nitrate, 
but 
this nitrogen is now being used in 
m unitions; hence, supplies of these 
m aterials will be considerably less 
than last year. The .shortage w ill 
be m ade up in part by larger im ­ 
p o r t s of Chilean nitrate. 
“The supply of potash w ill be 
adequate for making the grades 
recom m ended by state experim ent 
stations.”

Local Schools Approved 
For Education Of 
Young Veterans 


Disastrous C&NW Wreck

Escanaba high school, Vocational 
school, Gladstone high school, and 
Cloverland Commercial college in 
Escanaba have been approved by 
the state superintendent of public 
instruction to the Veterans 
Ad­ 
ministration 
as 
institutions 
in 
which young veterans may receive 
educational 
training 
under 
the 
G. I. Bill of Rights. 
Any honorably discharged vet­ 
eran of World War II who 
has 
served 90 days or more and was 
under 25 w'hen he entered service 
is automatically entitled to 
one 
year of educational training. 
Be­ 
sides this he is entitled to one day 
for each additional day in service. 
Thus 
if 
he 
were in service 15 
months he would be entitled to 27 
months of training. 
If the veteran is single he will 
be allowed $50 a month mainten­ 
ance during bis training, 
and if j 
married he will receive $75. 
The 1 
government 
w’iil 
also 
pay 
all 
schooling expenses, tuition, books, 
etc., not to exceed $500 per year. 
Should the veteran be over 25 
years of age when he entered ser­ 
vice it will be necessary for him 
to show that his schooling or trade 
w'as interrupted by his service in 
tile armed forces. 
About 20 of a total 400 returned 
veterans from Delta county are in 
school now. All but two of these 
are in colleges or universities be­ 
cause they had previously 
com­ 
pleted their high school education. 
The two receiving training here 
are enrolled in the manual train­ 
ing class at Escanaba high school.
